In this article Mr. Robinson 
says: A large farm offers the 
best opportunity to keep poultry 
with little labor and compara- 
tively large profits, but the own- 
er of the large farm is not often 
mnch interested in poultry. It 
is the small farmers, under the 
ity of making the most of 
every opportunity to make 
money on their land, who are at- 
tracted by the possibilities of 
poultry culture. A very large 
proportion of the small New 
England farms are of such di- 
mensions and proportions that 
the fowls cannot be given range. 
Ilecause of this, many small 
farmers interested in poultry 
have adopted the intensive 
tluds which small poultry 
keepers in towns often find nec- 
issary, but which large poultry 
keepers and farmers ought to 
oid. Intensive methods make 
the care of poultry a grind and 
ilrndgery, so that the poultry 
keeper's time is almost fully oc- 
cupied in caring for a few fowls. 
Many farmers who follow the in- 
tensive system and find it profit- 
able for a time have neglected 
other lines of farm work, while 
dhers. unwilling to do this have 
reluctantly given up their in- 
tenticn of increasing their stock 
f fowls. The best solution of 
ihe problem of the small farmer 
who .vants to ke.ep a few hun< 
dred ben«, and still give most of 
his lime toother things. e\:li Oe 
found io tue adoption of me thods 
intermediate between the in- 
metbods of the town 
poultiy keeper and the her i us\ 
methods that work well i>0 I ' 
farms. 

Mr. Robinson then gves on lo 
say that lor more than a decade 
the interest of poultry keepers 
has been almost nv-i"v-!i2. d by- 
intensive methods, * ... li arc- 
ages of egg production. XlpfJM 
large egg yielis are often se- 
cured at such cost ol care and 
food that the actual profit per 
fowl figures small. By ihe COto- 
liy ayttteiB the owner of a large 
farm will distribute bis fowls 
the farm, and, giving them 
room and rang.-. rr ;ieve himself 
of the necessity of doing for 
them many of the things which 
the intensive poultry keeper 
must do daily. Then follows an 
extended illustration of the de- 
ference between the two inttlr- 
ods, particularly as relates to 
supplying green food, meat food 
and exercise. 

What we are seeking, says 
•. Robinson, is a method by 
which the farmer can keep as 
much poultry a* possible with- 
out giving it the dttiiled at- 
tention that must be given when 
the land occupied \% stocked to 
the limi*. The problem is neith- 
er a deep nor a difficult one, As 
the farmer who cannot give bis 
poultry range must have yards 
the obvious thing lot him to do 
is to lay out his yards according 
to the size of his flocks, limit the 
total of fowls kept to the capacity 
of the yards, make a house of 
such dimension* as are re- 
quired, and place them singly or 
in pairs where they can be most 
readily reached in making the 
rounds of the place. He then 
gives details as to the size ol 
houses and yards required un- 
der this method, and points out 
that the expense of fencing is 
limited to the increased cost for 
the end fences, no more fencing 
being required for the division 
and side fences than when a con 
tinuous connecting house with

Take, for example, the Quend 
nau farm, which covers ISO acres, 
nd its dairy handles 1,000 gal- 
lons of milk daily. Every pari of 
this farm is lighted bjr electricity, 
A is in telephonic commonica 
n with every other part. The 
dairy has an electrical churn; Un- 
burn contains electrically operat- 
ed feed and carrot cutting ma 
nines, and even the gi iudstone is 
turned by a small belt from the 
shaft connected with the barn mo- 
tor. 

The water-pumping apparatus 
is run by electricity ; all the build- 
ings are lighted by incandescent 
lamps, and there is an electrical 
indicator at the doors of all the 
bouses. This farm has also its 
own threshing and grist mill, the 
machinery of which is turned by a 
current from the miniature cen- 
tral station; and finally there is a 
small sawmill which getsits pow- 
from the same station. On the 
farm there are all kinds of . elec- 
trical agricultural maehines. 

The power for all these various 
operations — lighting, heating, 
telephones, churning, cutting, 
grindicg, pumping, threshing and 
sawing— comes from a 50 horse- 
power stationary engine working 
two dynamos. From this station 
power is distributed to all parts 
of the (arm, and the swit hboard 
is so plainly marked that the or- 
dinary farm band can regulate the 
supply to fittbe need.

,nd, while he attempted no violence, 
his presence everywhere the couple 
rent was a source of constant and 
neasy concern to the groom, de- 
stroying much of the pleasure of his 

Later Brewer studied law and 
graduating at Lebanon, Tenn., lo- 
afed in Nashville, Tenn. In I860, 
ifter returning from Europe, be| U nki 
ame to Hopkinsville and made a 
speech for the Democratic ticket at 
the court-house. Men are now liv- 
ing who heard his address, which 
was a bold and impassioned plea 
for secession, as the only remedy 
for the ills ot the Southern states. 

When the war came on the follow- 
ing year, bis love of adventure car- 
ried him early into the Southern 
army, and his career, extending 
over nearly four years, was char- 
rized by many deeds of desper- 
ate and reckless bravery. \ 

Early in the war he was captured 
and taken prisoner to Fort Dela- 
ware, but escaped by swimming 
the Delaware Bay, a most remark- 
able feat. He made his way to 
Richmond, traveling with Ution 
soldiers disguised as a sailor. 
Reaching his home at last, for a 
ivbile he was in hiding in a cave 
tear his father's mill, which mill 
s still standing on Little River. 
It is now owned by W. C. & W. 
Binns. Mary Brewer, a colored 
woman now living in thiscity. was 
the trusted family servant who 
carried his meals to him, until he 
finally found an opportunity to re 
enter the army. Towards the last

Mason was 
encamped in the college building 
and Woodward trained upon it a 
mock battery ot artillery, made of 
logs mounted on wheels, which 
caused Mason to surrender uncon- 
ditionally. When he was brought 
into Col. Woodward's presence, and 
saw the little man with his long, 
pt auburn hair, his drooping 
iche, his lace as dark as a 
ird's and his boots coming up 
to bis knees, he laughingly chal- 
lenged Woodward to go across the 
street with him and sit tor a pic 
ture, saying "I want to send it 
North to show my friends what a 
insignificant little cuss I sur- 
rendered to.' Woodward had his 
picture taken and presented

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Col. Thus. U. Woodward Killed. 

Col. Tom Woodward, who was 
himself a few weeks later shot and 
killed in the streets of Hopkinsville, 
by home guards, was scouting in 
this part of Kentucky in the fall of 
1864. Brewer was at that time a 
captain iu his command. Col. 
Woodward, while under the influ 
ence of drink, made a dash into the 
city. His command halted at the 
corner of Main and Fifteenth 
streets, refusing to follow. One 
man rode with Woodward, endeav- 
oring to dissuade him from the fool 
hardy undertaking, as Union sol 
diers and home guards filled the 
windows along Main street, in an- 
ticipation of an attack. Woodward 
rode slowly down the street, pistol 
in hand, and when he reached the 
Ninth street crossing he was com- 
manded to "halt. " He w as in the 
act of raising his pistol to a window 
occupied by Peyton Breathitt, a 
home guard, when he was fired up 
on from both sides of the street. One 
bullet struck his horse in the neck 
and four entered the body of the 
rider. The horse sank to 
ground and Woodward was picked 
up iu an unconscious condition and 
carried into the hotel office and laid 
upon the floor, where he expired 
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heroes Returned. 
Worn out w ith the hardships 
warfare, the "survivors" of the 
army ol West Point, belonging to 
company D, returned home Satui 
day night. All who left Hopkim 
ville survived the fierce conflicts 
that raged for ten days. Their mil- 
itary ardor was in a measure kept 
cool by an almost constant down- 
pour of rain and much of the march- 
ing and fighting was in mud a foot 
deep. 

The Third Kentucky was in 
thick of the last engagement and 
captured the colors of an lndi 
regiment. The Kentuckians 
longed to the "Blues'" who came 
out victorious. With the local sol- 
diers came Col. Henry, Maj. Bas 
sett and Adj. Tandy. The pay- 
car arrived Friday and all were 
paid off. The privates were paid 
at the rate of $18.50 a month and 
the officers received from |4 to $8 a 
day.

China i« suppjfitd to be the 
largest producer of eggs in the 
vorW. There i« no such thinj 
as statistics of poultry products 
in China, but there are over 
400,000.000 persons intbeEmpire 
wbQ are very fond of eggs; it 
takes a good many rg^a to sup- 
ply. tbem. Tbe humblest farmer 
lias hens in plenty, and they do 
tbeir best to supply the demand. 
The'e is i it tie doubt ttat China 
tades the cake as an egg pro- 
ducer. Her entire supply is 
usually consumed at home, 
though she sometimes manages 
to spare a f;\v for Japanese con- 
sumers. 

Great Britain is the largest 
buyer of foreigu eggs in the 
world. Of course, no English 
breakfast table is complete with- 
out .-ggs as a complement to its 
toast and marmalade. Great 
Britain buys every year an aver- 
age of 1,500.000,000 eggs from 
abont twenty countries, and this 
is only 40 per cent, of the con- 
sumption. British bens manage 
to produce three-fifths of the 
eggs that the borne market de- 
mands. In 1901 Russia sold to 
England 530,053,000 eggs and the 
next largest sellers were Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Germany, 
France, Egypt and Morocco. 
Great Britain spent $26,745,1°4 
m the purchase of eggs in 1901. 

Our entire»export of eggs of 
1902 was only 2,717,990 dozen, 
valued at $528,679, which cuts a 
small figure in comparison with 
Russia's tpttl. But our hens 
are very industrious, and it is 
oniy the enormous home demand 
that keeps our exports at such a 
low figure- 
In 1S96 there were 233,598,005 
chickens in this country, and 
tbey produced 1.263,818,144 doz- 
en eggs; and the fact that we 
consumed 90 per cent, of thci 
shows that we are a nation of 
egg-eaters. It is enough to malce 
any hen dizzy to think that 
train of ordinary refrigerator 
cars containing our e'ntire eg£ 
:rop of that yea>- would have 
ended from Chicago to Wai
